I Will produce but two examples. A 
very famous Scholar in his Book off | 
the truth of Chriſtian Religion, doth 
alledgean Author, who doth recite a 
very ſirange ſtory concerning Jeſus 
Chrift, which is that the J<ws did 
chooſe him to be one of thoſe, who 
offered ſacrifice, and that they recei- 
ved him into their order, qualifying 
thus the Sowot Gop and of the Vi 
gin Mary. 

This ſtory, if there were no other 
thing to obje& againſt it, doth dire 
ly oppoſe, that which the Apoſt 
ſpeaks in the Hebrews, that our $ 
.viour came fromthe tribe of J#ds, 


- tribe, none whereof did affiſt ar 


.Alcar, a tribe, of which Moſes ſpake 

ing at all concerning the Leviti- 
call Prieſthood, that if Chriſt again 
were upon the earth, he would notbe 
2 Prieſt, &c. 

Theſe tabulous ſtories which are 
uſed tro maintain Chriſtianiſm, doe 
onely ſerve but to render it ſuſpeted, 
nay ridiculotf5 to the Jews, and other 
Miſcreants.
